Ainlay, candidate for East Edmon- 
ton, spoke briefly. Elmer E. Roper, 
M.L.A., provincial leader, intro- 
duced Mr. Williams. 

In his opening remarks Mr. 
Williams referred to the tar sands 
of Northern Alberta which the 
provincial government were now 
developing and which when pro- 
ducing on a profitable commercial 
basis were to be turned over to 
a private corporation. ‘‘We don’t 
do things that way in Saskat- 
chewan’’, said Mr. Williams. “We 
contend that the resources belong 
to the people and we are going 
to develop them in their interests.” 

The C.C.F. had promised that 
if elected it would set up a depart- 
wient of labor and this was one of 
the first promises the new, C.C.F. 
government kept. 


Raise Wages 


He recalled that some govern- 
ment telephone employees had 
been paid extremely low wages 
under thé Liberal regime.

Toronto—The following state- 
ment of policy was recommended 
to the Executive Council meet- 
ing, Canadian Congress of Labour, 
recently, and was approved by that 
body. 

“The Political Action Commit- 
tee of the Canadian Congress of 
Labour was established by the 
Congress Executive Council in 
March, 1944. It is a ‘Congress 
Committee, responsible only to 
the Council and to Congress Con- 
ventions, and is wholly independ- 
ent of any political party. 


“The primary function of the 
Committee is to promote an under- 
standing of political programmes, 
policies and objectives among the 
the members of Congress Unions. 
It will encourage the workers 
of Canada to develop and use their 
political power in both provincial 
and federal elections for the pur- 
pose of achieving economic, and 
social progress and security. 


C.C.F. Endorses Program 


“The legislative and economic 
programme of the Congress has 
been published in pamphlet form 
and has been endorsed by the 
Congress in convention. This pro- 
gram was submitted to all political 
parties in Canada. : 

“Only one party, the C.C.F., 
agreed to accept the programs &6 
a basis for legislative action, and 
the C.C.F. Government in’ Sas- 
katchewan has already implement- 
ed this in several respects,

AT TORYISM 
IN BRITAIN 


Greenwood Says Private En- 
terprise Never Could 
Have Won War 


~ LONDON—“We are winning the 
war because of public enterprise, 
and it would never have been won 
because of private enterprise”. 

Mr. ‘Arthur Greenwood made 
this declaration in a recent speech 
at Southwark. 

His speech was the latest con- 
tribution to the sharp political de- 
bate which began when, at Leeds, 
Mr. Ernest Bevin replied to Mr. 
Churchill’s address to the Conserv- 
ative Party. 


In a London speech Mr. Brendan 
Bracken, Conservative Minister of 
Information, retorted to Mr. Bevin. 
In dealing with Mr. Bracken, Mr. 
Greenwood said: 

“What is Brendan Bracken’s 
case? He puts forward the issue 
which is fundamental between the 
Labor Party and the Conservative 
Party. 

“The struggle is between private 
monopolies and public monopolies. 
When we have won this war it will 
not be because of monopolies, but 
because the people of this country 
have got guts and grit. . : 

“Millions of people in this coun- 
try have suffered great. poverty, 
but they will always be ready to 
fight for their country. 

“Brendan Bracken does not know 
what poverty is, nor does Winston 
Churchill.” 

Public Enterprise 

As an example of the indispen-

NE of the greatest problems! 

facing whatever government is 
elected on June 11th will be Can- 
ada’s foreign trade. In order to 
maintain a high standard of tiving 
in Canada. it is necessary for Can- 
adians to import large quantities 
of a great variety of goods: ba- 
nanas, oranges, oil, rubber, silk. 
tea, coffee, iron and iron products 
including machinery, wool and sc 
on. But such goods as we import 
must be paid for by goods we 
export: farm products, Jumber, 
pulpwood, minerals, etc. If we 
fail to sell these products to other 
countries we must forego buying 
the goods they have to sell, unless, 
of course, we wish to go into debt. 


Many of the goods we import 
we could produce at home and 
some people, protectionists, advo- 


cate that we do that. The objec- 
tion to such a policy is that the 
yoods so produced would be much 
more expensive and = Canadian 
consumers would suffer losses in 
their standard of living from the 
uneconomical rise in prices of 
such goods. For example, Can- 
adian industries buy most of their 
complicated machinery in the Uni- 
ted States. It could be made here 
but the market for it is so limited 
in. Canada that we could not take 
advantage of mass production 
methods in its manufacture. Mach- 
ines so uneconomically produced 
wouid cost several times what they 
should. 


Mass Production. 


Nor is {ft an argument to say 
that production of these goods at 
home would provide some em- 
ployment for ‘Canadians instead 
of workers in foreign countries. 
It is much better to concentrate 
the workers we have on the pro- 
duction of larger quantities of 
fower articles. We can produce 
such goods cneaply by mass pro- 
duction methods and use them in 
our export markets to pay for 
the goods we want from other 
countries,

Economic Self-Sufficiency 


On the other hand, the more 
we try to live unto ourselves and 
restrict trade by attempting to 
produce at home all the goods we 
need, the less wealth we will be 
able to produce per worker and 
the lower our standard of living 
will be. 


This is the policy of economic 
self-sufficiency that Hitler follow- 
ed in Germany prior to the war. 
Insofar as the Liberals and Con- 
servatives have erected and main- 
tained high tariff walls in Canada 
to “protect’’ uneconomical indust- 
ries, it is their policy too. 


Benefits Financiers 


Spokesmen of big business and 
of the old parties speak of their 


objective as the attaining of a 
“favorable’® balance of trade. 
What is a ‘‘favorable’” balance 


of trade and to whom is it favor- 
able? A country has a ‘favorable’ 
balance of trade when it exports 
more than it imports. Such a 
situation cannot favor the people 
as a whole for they then have 
less goods to consuine. No, a “fa- 
vorable” balance of trade means 


that people in other countries 
are going into debt to buy 
Canadian goods, going in debt, 


not to the Canadian people, but 
to a few wealthy Canadian financ- 
iers. It is the financiers and in- 
dustrialists who receive the in- 
terest from such indebtedness, and 
it is to them that the situation 
is ‘“favorable.’”’ 


Must be Carefully Pianned _ 


Our foreign trade must’ be very 
carefully planned if it is to help 
raise the standard of living ofthe 

anadian people. Our ox ports 
must be so planned that they will 
pay for the goods we import. It 
is ridiculous to carry on our sell- 
ing abroad without some regard 
to our buying abroad. 


Can't “Blast”? Our Way 


We cannot “blast” our way into 
the markets of the world as Ben- 
nett once promised he would do. 
There has literally to be a spirit 
of give and take in our trade 
negotiations with other countries. 
We must work out our trade 
agreements in a spirit of friendly 
co-operation to the mutual bene- 
fit of ourselves and the nations 
with whom we make the agree- 
ments. 


Monopoly Stranglehold 


In the past, foreign trade has 
been choked by the stranglehold 
that international monopolies and 
cartels have on it. They have de- 
liberately restricted output, limited 
selling areas and_ raised prices. 
As long as these cartels and mon- 
opolies remain in irresponsible 
private hands, our foreign trade 
will be stifled. 
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The C.C.F. has long opposed 
the use of tariffs to control trade. 
If a particular tariff is high 
enough it. may effectively shut out 
a product that the country does 
not want.. A low tariff may enable 
other products to enter. But one 
of the results of the high tariff 
is that the price of the ‘‘protected” 
goods on the home market gen- 
erally’ rises to the level of the 
tariff and the people who. buy 
the goods are penalized by the 
higher price. In actual practice 
the prices of almost all the goods 
are raised by the tariff charges 
on imported goods. 


No High Tariff Wall 


The C.C.F. proposes gradually 
to eliminate tariffs and replace 
the control they so ineffectively 
provide, with more direct and less 
expensive control of Export and 
Import Boards. If a certain pro- 
duct is not wanted in Canada be- 
cause it has been produced by 
slave labor in Japan, the Import 
Board will simply prohibit any 
shipments of it to enter the coun- 
try. There will be no high tariff 
wall to result in higher prices for 
domestic goods on the Canadian 
market. 


More Necessary in Peace 


When our wartime foreign trade 
had to be enormously expanded, 
the government found it necessary 
to set up Export and Import 
Boards to handle the job. Through 
their operation Canada has con- 
cluded long-term contracts for the 
bulk sale of such commodities as 
bacon, dried eggs, cheese, grains, 
and for the bulk purchase of such | 
commodities as wool, silk, rubber, | 
tea, coffee and grapefruit juice, 
Only thus has the consume. and 
producer been protected as reyurds 
quality, price and efficient mar- 
keting. If this type of lony-term 
planning is necessary in Wou.sme 
it is even more necessary in time of 
peace.

Discuss Aircraft Repair 


“Never again should a Canadian 
government be allowed to say that 
social security cannot be given to 
our people because we cannot!

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AVE TURNED FROM TORYISM

ain. In this poll the people were asked, “If there were a gen- 
eral election tomorrow, how would you vote?” The resnlt 
was a striking one. It showed:

The change from the voting in the general election in 
1935 is remarkable. The actual percentages of the votes 
polled in that year were: Conservative, 48%; Labor, 39%; 
Liberal, 10%. 

This poll was taken at the end of April, with the war 
in Europe won. It was published in the Winnipeg Tribune, 
May 1st. (We wonder why the Alberta Southam papers, the 
Edmonton Journal and Calgary Herald, didn’t publish it!) 


This poll confirms what men in the services who return 
from Britain are saying about political trends in the Qld 
Land. The British worker knows that British Toryism as 
an enemy to social and ‘economic freedom is second only to 
the enemy that has been defeated on the continent. 


OLD PARTY OR C.C.F. 


A'NY Alberta voters who supported the Manning gov- 

ernment in the provincial elections last year have al- 
ready indicated that they are not voting Social Credit in the 
federal election, because Social Credit hasn’t a sufficient 
number of candidates in the field to elect a government.

Especially in the 
province of Ontario where we have 
82 federal ridings and 90 provin- 
cial ridings. 

Now that we have nominated 
81 federal candidates and 89 pro- 
vincial candidates, We’re  shift- 
ing into high gear.

We have six- 
teen network broadcasts for Cold- 
well and Jolliffe, plus weekly 
programs over a series of twelve 
Ontario stations from Windsor and 
Ottawa to Port Arthur. 

The C.C.F. spirit in the prov- 
ince is good. Big Business is 
throwing millions into the cam- 
paign in Ontario in a desperate 
effort to head off a C.C.F. vic- 
tory. The Robt. Simpson Co. 
mail order department is send- 
ing out 3,000,000 of the most 
scurrilous booklets ever seen out- 
side of Germany, all hammering 
the C.C.F. The Trestrail and Glad- 
stone Murray crews are working 
overtime as fronts for the Big 
Interests, in an attempt to dis- 
credit the C.C.F. program. Col. 
Drew, another Big Front, spent 
his first election broadcast try- 
ing to discredit the C.C.F. record 
in Saskatchewan.

C.C.F. believed in fair wages, he 
suid, and it wanted te be a model 
for other employers. In line with 
this policy it had increased the 
cost of living bonus from $15 for 
married and $7.60 for single em- 
ployees, to $20 and $12.50 re- 
spectively. Tt was now paying the 
highest cost of living bonus given 
by any government in Canada. 
All telephone employees are now 
tronted three weeks holidays with 
my. 

The government had established 
an insurance department, a field 
that had proven extremely profit- 
able to private enterprise. It was 
encouraging economic  develop- 
ment in the interests of the people 
and had purchased, not expro- 
priated, power plants, a wooilen 
mill, a brick yard and_ printing 
plant as a first step toward this 
end, 


Education 

Education was a major concern 
of the C.C.F. government, said 
Mr. Williams, and free text books 
were supplied grades one to eight. 
Minimum salaries for teachers 
were set at $1,000 for those hold- 
ing interim certificates and $1,200 
for those with permanent certifi- 
cates. 


Extend Franchise 


Municipal barriers had been re- 
moved in so far as the franchise 
wus concerned. Now anyone over 
21 years of uge who has resided in 
a municipality for six months was 
entitled to vote. In provincial elec- 
tions the voting age had been 
reduced to 18 years. 


Best Labor Code

Bound to Get Hit 


It is like a whole flock of cars 


and trucks trying to get across the |. 


busy crossroads of the big city 
without any traffic lights or any 
traffic policemen. Somebody is 
bound to get hit sooner or later. 

When traffic control is set up 
everybody surrenders some free- 
dom, the right to try to drive ahead 
regardless of the other fellow. But 
until everybody does surrender 
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that “right” nobody can have any 
real safety. . 

By one of those accidents that 
are often so comic, the very setting 
of the stage here, in the great as- 
sembly hall, reveals the whole 
weakness. ‘ 

Behind -the chairman’s rostrum 
there are four huge pillars—may- 
be supposed to represent tse Big 
Four powers who invited all here. 
In the background, beautifully 
lighted, is what looks, like the blue 
skies of the promised land. 


Like a Picket Fence 


The whole thing looks for all the 
world like a Maxfield . Parrish 
painting—especially as the blue 
tones are exactly like this. But be- 
tween the delegates and this sym- 
bolization of a better land is a solid 
row of national banners. There 
were 46 at the beginning and there 
are 49 there now. 


between the mass of the people of 
the world and the stable peace 
which the people want. What is 
coming out of San Franeisco is not 
what Tennyson predicted, it is not 
“the parliament of man, the fed- 
eration of the world.” In what is 
being built here “the battle flags” 
of the nations ‘are not furled—but 
very much in evidence. 


Real Growth 


But just as a baby must learn to 
creep before he walks, and learn 
to walk before he runs—so what 
is being manifested here represents 
real growth. 


It makes the furthest advance 
that human beings have made to- 
wards organizing themselves as 
one human family. There are 
oceans of suspicion to cross. There 
are deep gulfs of color and lan- 
guage and creed to bridge. But one

CCF Gov't Keeps Promises 


cognized as 
advanced pieces of legislation in 
the Dominion. A board has been 
set up to administer the act com- 
posed of a chairman, two employ- 
ers, two employees and two repre- 
senting the general public, the 
latter two of whom are women, 
one urban and one rural. The act 
defines unfair labor practices and 
provides for maintenance of mem- 
bership and the check-off. 


The government made provision 
for two weeks holidays with pay 
for all employees in the province 
but due to the fact that the do- 
minion wage freezing order pro- 
vided that there could be no alter- 
ation of any term of employment, 
this legislation must»be held in 
abeyance until the federal wage 
control order is cancelled. 


Democratic 


Mr. Williams emphasized the 
democratic nature of all the C.C.F. 
legislation. Public meetings had 
been held to discuss proposed leg- 
islation and there were interviews 
with representatives of all groups 
who would be affected by pro- 
posed legislation. This practice was 
followed in the case of establish- 
ing higher minimum wages, This 
too is governed by federeal con- 
trols. 

In Saskatchewan injured work- 
men now receive 75% of their 
wages during the period of their 
disability. The three-day waiting 
period which prevails in all the 
other provinces, has been amended 
so that if a workman is off work 
more than three days he is paid 
from the first day. Other provinces 

o not pay more than 663% per 
cent to injured workmen and, Mr. 
Williams observed, ‘Saskatchewan 
is proud to be the first to break 
through that ceiling.’ 

Blind persons have also reason 

to be grateful for the return of 
the C.C.F. government. 
Farmers as well as labor are 
protected under Saskatchewan Jaw. 
A farmer cannot be evicted from 
the quarter section on which he 
lives, and other measures have 
been enacted to protect his in- 
terests.

being shipped to Japan and which 
is coming back to many of these 
same boys in the form of bullets.” 
There was plenty of money to feed 
and equip these boys in war time 
and there was no reason why it 
could not be done in time of peace, 
he said. 

The C.C.F. government of Sask- 
atchewan knew where it was going 
and that was why it had accom- 
plished so much during its first 
term of office. It did not have to 
stop and consult financial interests 
and curry favor with them. 


He challenged anyone to say 
that the C.C.F. government hadn’t 
fulfilled every one of its promises, 
The federal authorities had tried to 
put a spoke in the wheel in so far 
as the seed grain issue was con- 
cerned, “but”, said the speaker, 
“they can’t stop a government 
when the people are behind them.” 
He referred to the fact that the 
Dominion held over $91,000,000 
of treasury notes signed by the 
former Liberal administration and 
no move was ever made to call 
these notes but immediately the 
C.C.F. government sent a treasury 
note for a mere $17,000,000 to 
cover seed grain advances, the 
federal authorities demanded cash 
on the line. There was no sour note 
so far as the C.C.F. was concerned, 
however. When the Victory Loan 
appeal was made the Saskatchewan 
government subscribed $3,750,000. 
The highest amount ever sub- 
scribed by the former Liberal 
government was $300,000. 


The C.C.F. had not only in- 
creased the amounts paid to old 
age pensioners but had given them 
and recipients of mothers’ allow- 
ances free medical services. 


Patronage had been eliminated. 
In fact, said Mr. Connon, our op- 
ponents ‘‘can’t catch us any place”. 
Saskatchewan truly has govern- 
ment by the people, for the people. 
“Never let a government get away 
from you”, he warned, “invest 
in a C.C.F. membership and con- 
trol your representatives, making 
them responsible to you.” 


Miss Crawford warned that an 
attempt would be made to confuse 
the peeple by raising false issues 
in this campaign. Ske pointed out 
that the disunity that existed in 
Canada today was due to economic 
causes and not racial or relfgious 
conflict.

SCORE CPR GETTING 
THE FAIRBANKS RUN 


Claiming that a policy laid down 
in the public interest is being dis- 
regarded in order to give valuable 
privileges to a giant monopoly, the 
C.C.F. provincial executive in a 
statement issued this week protests 
against the federal government 
granting permission to the Cana- 
dian Pacific Airlines to extend op- 
erations to Fairbanks. It is con- 
tended that the TCA, which is 
owned by the people -of Canada, 
should be given preference over 
the C.P.R. 

The resolution follows: 

The Resolution 

“We have noted the announce- 
ment of the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce that the government 
has arranged for Canadian Pacific 
Airlines to extend operations to 
Fairbanks. 

“While we welcome the service 
to Fairbanks we protest strongly 
that an arrangement should be 
made with the line owned by the 
C.P.R. instead of using TCA which 
is owned by the people of Canada. 
This is a part of one of the world’s 
great air routes. The ‘C.P.R. should 
not be allowed to get a foothold on 
it. If equipment is available to this 
company to handle the service, then 
the equipment should surely be 
available to the government of 
Canada, 


Gov’t Favoritism 

“All through this war there has 
been disturbing evidence of govern- 
ment favoritism to the C.P.R. to 
the detriment of the government’s 
own-rail and air services. 

“Parliament decided some time 
ago that the publicly ow-.ed TCA 
should have the importent runs.

In spite of this declared policy the 
C.P.R. continued to buy up small 
air companies in the obvious belief 
that it could bring pressure to bear

‘Someone must have writen it.” 
“It comes from the people,” he 
repeated. I asked if the Federa- 
tion of Canadian Voters were hav- 
ing any meetings. He said they 
were meeting on Monday, April 
16th, at his office, and that I was 
welcomé to come. 

The pamphlet is an amazing 
document. It is hard to believe 
that it could be published in Can- 
ada in 1946. 


On the first page it says: ‘The 
Federation of Canadian Voters 
(non-party) is an organization 
being sponsored by veterans of 
both the last and present wars.” 
That comes as a surprise as I 
have always thought that war vet- 
erans were most forthright men, 
only too ready to tell the world 
what they stand for. If they are 
sponsoring this why don’t they 
say so?
